M. R. Ford, treasurer of the society, 


was seen this morning, and said he should 
be glad to have such U track on the 
grounds, but that it was uncertain as to 
whether the society could afford to give 
th9 space that such n track would oc- 
cupy. The track would have to be laid 
within the half mile one and it is pro- 
ferred'that it should be a third of a mile 
n circumference and nearly a circle. 
The grounds of the , society are not 


large enough so but that.it is necessary to 
allow teams to drive over and within the 


ircle of the half mile track and the driv- 
ing of teams over such a track as must be 
laid for wheel racing would be ruinous. 
It might be that a bridge, which could be 
easily raised and lowerpjl could bo built 
over the bicycle track to allow the pass- 
age of teams. 


A quarter mile track has been consid- 


ered. It would take up , less spi.ce, but 
would be more difficult to build and might 
be a little slower on account of the 
sharper curve. 


The executive committee of the society 


will meet Wednesday, August 7, when 
a decision in regard to the matter will be 
reached. The society docs not feel able 
to build such a track itself at present, but 
it would be glad to have such a track 
built, provided it would not make ihe 
grounds inconvenient tq teams. 
The ball 


ground would be in the .centre of the in- 
ner track and that must be considered. 


The cost of laying such a track wouicj 


be about f 300. 
It would have all modern 


improvements aud would be greatly ap- 
preciated by wheelmen.

mile track will be completed this week 
and will be a great improvement. The 
$500 which was appropriated for this pur- 
pose has gone much fajptuer than was ex- 
pected and all the center of tne track will 
be made perfectly uniform.

The 
mud hole outside of and just east of the 
former southern entrance to the track has 
been filled up and many like > improve- 
ments have been made.

Five Tons of Giant Powder at One niast. 


Engineer Rus.'$l, in charge of the 


construction of the Lower Otay dam, a 
part of the Mount Tecarte water system, 
htts a force at work on what will be the 
largest blast ever shot in southern Cali- 
fornia. Half a million tons of rock will 
he torn from (he face of the hill belov? 
the dam and deposited in the creek bed. 
The rocky cliff where the explosion is 
to take place is 100 feet in height and 
will be entirely removed. 


Back from the cliff abont 100 feet a 


shaft is being sunk 80 feet in depth. In 
this two drills will be run 30 feet in 
length, at the 30 foot level aud at the 
bottom, ma&ng a 20 foot tunnel in tho 
side of (he hill. In tho ends of these 
drifts and in the shaft will be placed 
five tons of giant powder and a large 
quantity of Jnclson powder, the whole 
thing to be exploded at once by elec- 
tricity. The workmen have reached 50 
feet and aro now drifting. It is expect- 
ed that tee big blast will be ready to be 
.exploded Aug. 15. Enough rock will be 
made available to complete tho dam.— 
San Francisco Chronicle.

CONNECTICUT LIQUOR LAWS. 


August first the liquor laws passed by 
he last Connecticut legislature take effect 
.nthat state. It is understood that the 
enrperance elements of that state have 
ittained an advantage in their passage. 
rV'hat their final effect is to be is not yet 
inderstood, but the sellers of stimulants 
It present feel much uncertainty as to their 
tights and liabilities. In the fight for high 
(cense made by the temperance advocates 
lot much of success was achieved, the fee 
Wing only raised from $400 to f450, and 
ibis only in cities. In towns of over 3,000 
nhabitants the fee is $250. In smaller 
own* the hotel license is left discretion- 
try with the county commissioners, but 
tannot be less than ?150. Another change 
uade by the present law is to leave a 
ralue under execution to an unexpired 
icense. Previously this had no value un- 
ler attachment; now the unexpired time 
lan be used by the attacher, or can be 
»ld at appraisement by tho county coin- 
falssioners. Under the new law no liquor 
»n be given away in any saloon at times 
•rhen its sale is unlawful; nor can any 
ninor obtain liquor without liability to 
Ine and imprisonment. The laws for the 
March for liquors have been widened, and, 
mthe whole, the censorship of liquor 
lellingin Connecticut has been greatly 
tided by the legislation of the legislature 
>f the legislative session jost closed. 


THE CUBAN REVOLT. 


John Kuntz, just committed from Peeks- 


kill, N. Y., to rac^ounjty. jail, has claims 
to recognition as the champion tramp. 
Two years ago he started from Oklahoma, 
and tramped thereafter to New York, 
barring a detention of four months in 
Peorla, 111., for stealing a bologna sausage. 
He had been confined in thirty-two jails, 
and had not changed bis shirt for four 
months. 


The sugar planters of Louisiana, through 


the congressional delegation of that state, 
are trying to get from Secretary Carlisle 
the $5,000,000 bounty granted them by 
congress. If they fail the btate is prom- 
ised to go Republican. The first comp- 
troller of the treasury, a Mr. Bowker, has 
the right to withhold the appropriation, 
and no government official can override 
his pleasure in that matter. 


The armored cruiser Brooklyn, sister to 


the New York, will be launched from the 
ways of the Cramps' shipyard in about 
two weeks. It is> designed to have a spesd 
of ut least twenty knots, will have a dis- 
placement of 8150 tons, will be 400 feet 
long on the water line, with a draught of 
twenty-four teet, with engines of 16000 
horse-power, and will cost $2,986,000. 


The new law in New York, prohibiting 


shaving and other tonsorial arts on Sun- 
day, has been irksome to the laity, and 
various evasions have been attempted. 
The latest has developed at Patchogues, 
L. I., where a social club has been incor- 
porated by those who dislike to shave 
themselves. 


The sea serpent turns out, as always, to 


In the present instance 
it is a partial skinned python, dropped 
from the steamship Macduff, a portion of 
a consignment from Singapore, which 
died in transit, and was thrown overboard 
in Long Island sound.

3q«it»ble consideration why C'uba should 
be ruled by Spain. In the end it will not 
be. Whether the present revolt shall suc- 
ceed is yet to be determined, but, in the 
end, Spanish dominion will cease in 
Cuba. 


THE NEW YORK POLICE. 


At present there is an opportunity for 


position on the New York city police. 
The p»y is inviting. A patrolman begins 
a,t not less than f 1,000 a year, and, if his 
record is good, in five years he attains to 
|1,400 a year. The preferment open to 
merit has various grades, .ending with 
thtt of chief, which has'attached a salary 
of {8,000 a year, equal to that of a briga- 
dier-general in the United States army. 
After twenty years service the patrolman 
may be retired upon half pay, and after 
twenty-five 'years he must be so retired 
upon bis own application. At present 
there are 157 openings for the position of 
patrolman. The present board of police 
commissioners promise that the only con- 
siderations to be regarded shall be fitness 
and character, and promise that political 
efficiency shall not be in any way consid- 
ered. 


The latest development in the varied' 


career of John L. Sullivan, the pugilist, is 
bis becoming the proprietor of a road 
house pn Brighton Road near Boston. He 
is to ap>ly for a license, with prospects of 
getting one. If Sullivan could save his 
money he might easily be well-to-do, for 
l>e is still the admiration of a large 
public, but he is naturally free-handed, 
and,'ill bis cups, lavish, and has squan- 
dered upon parasites his large gains. He 
will doubtless die poor, and in neglect. 


• This seems to be the fate of the men of 
his class. 


The New York botanical garden, which 


has been to long projected,is about to be be- 
gun upon, 250 acres having just been select- 
ed for its site in Broux park. An act of 1891 
provides an apportionment of $500,000 for 
this expense, provided $250,000 shall have 
been previously raised by private means, 
which fund has already been providedi 
and is in the charge of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan. The site is one of much natural 
beauty and the resultant garden will un- 
doubtedly be most complete and charm- 
ire-

Says Minnie Williams Is a 


Fugitive Prom Justice. 


Glib Slatemanls Regarding Other Persons With 


Whom He Has Dealt 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 2. — Holmes has 


made another stat^nent regarding tho 
latest developments in tho series of mur- 
ders with which he is accused. "The Chi- 
cago officials," hf) said, "may claim that I 
am responsible for the deaths of Minnio 
Williams, Bmily Cigraud and Mrs. Con- 
nor and littl? Julia, but I can show con- 
clusively that these people have not and 
could not have been done away with by 
me." 


When asked to explain the discovery of 


the bones in his Chicago home, he said: 
"I will answer that question in this way. 
Every person who has known me is aware 
I am a doctor by profession. It is also 
known perfectly well in Chicago that 
there was a restaurant iu my building, 701 
Wallace street, during the World's fair. 
At that time there were lots of bones from 
fowls and other cooked animals thruwii 
outside the building. Lots of these bones, 
no doubt, found their way to the cellar. 
During the time I lived in the building I 
brought several cadavers there for scien- 
tific and pecuniary purposes. This may 
account for the bones the Chicago police 
say they have found." 


In speaking of the Emeline Cigrand 


mystery, hu said: "I employed Emeline 
Cigrand in May, 1803, as a typewriter. I 
engaged hor from one of the regular Chi- 
cago typewriting bureaus. She remained 
in my employ until October, 18):j. She 
was a good and virtuous girl, as far as I 
know. A respectable business man, and 
a personal friend of mine, knows that 
the girl was alive and well one year after 
she left my employ. If she is dead, she has 
gone to heaven." 


Sympathy For Oninlan. 


Continuing, Holmes said: "I regard 


Pat Quinlan. my former janitor, in the 
light of being persecuted. I pity his un- 
fortunate position. The treatment of Pat 
by the detectives in Chicago is unjust. Ho 
has nothing to confess. This I declare 
positively." 


He then took upland discussed as follows 


the' disappearance of Mrs. Connor, Minnie 
Williams, the -Pitzcl children, B. F. Pitzel 
and Ed Hatch. 


"Mrs. Connor I knew little, of. She and 


her husband rented rooms from me. I be- 
lieve she had trouble with her husband. 
She left my place. I had no interest iu 
keepi7ig track of her afterward. 
The 


charge of murder is groundless. 
There 


could have been no motive for me to in- 
jure the woman. 


Minnie Williams a Murderess. 


"Minnie Williams, the poor girl, was 


my best friend. She was unfortunate in 
more ways than one. I cannot believe 
that she is still alive. God only knows 
whore slio is, as she is a fugitive from jus- 
tice on account'of the awful tragedy which 
resulted in the killing of hor sister, Nana." 


Here Holmes gave a graphic description 


of the killing o£ Karia Williams by her 
sister. He spokb of other troubles that 
Minnie bccnmc involved in in Indiana. 
He reiterated several times that the girl 
was his "best friend," and spoke of her in 
the most endearing terms. 


"As tu tho finding of the bodies in 


Toronto,' I do not know that the bodies are 
those of the Pitzel children. 
As I haye 


said before, the.v may or may not be. 
I 


can prove at (he proper time that they left 
my hands safely. I gave them into the 
charge of'Ed Hatch. I ^never s;iw them 
again."'' 
'• 
Howard I^ft WitU Hutch. 


"If Howard Pitzel has met with foul 


plajv-his body, 'f * believe, Can bo found 
somewhere between Detroit and Indian- 
apolis. Likely at some of the junction 
points between 'the 'two stations. Most 
probably jit Lognhsport, Ind. 


"I left Ho ward Pitzcl in charge of Ed 


Hatch oil or about Oct. 10 last. This was 
at Indianapolis. I was called to Chicago 
on important business. I cnn show that I 
was in Chicago until the afternoon of the 
llth. By prior arrangement I met Hatch 
in Detroit, on the night of the llth. I met 
him at the depot, but the boy was not 
with him. I inquired where the child was, 
and Hatch told me that he left Howard 
with Minnio Williams. I thought the 
child was safe. 


Elder Pitzel Killed Himself. 


"I have said, emphatically, aud I again 


declare, that Benjamin F. Pitzcl took his 
own life. Ben was quarrelsome when 
drunk, and on several occasions threat- 
ened to take my life. If I had killed him 
at that time in my own defense I would 
have been justified. As it is, howeve^ his 
death occurred in a way which leaves me 
Innocent. 


"Ed Hatch I hardly think is in prison. 


If he was, I would have known of it be- 
fore now. All I can say in connection 
with Hatch is that he was engaged with 
me in some of my business enterprises Itis 
for the police authorities to Hud him if 
they eau. I am pretty confident they will 
not find him in prison." 


Hot Craiy. 


When asked if there was insanity in his 


family, Holmes said that he had an uncle 
•who died insane near Burlington, Vt. He 
says this disease is inherited. Holmes 
added: "I am still compos mentis, al- 
though, in view of the absurd reports that 
have gone about me, it might be a ques- 
tion as to whether I or my acsusers are 
the crazier." 


The alleged murderer claims that he is 


worth in the neighborhood of $200,000, 
and would have no difficulty in raising 
that amount if he was out of prison. He 
gives a disconnected account of his swin- 
dling operations, but admits that he 
bilked a number of large companies. 
Holmes ridicules the idea that ho will bo 
convicted of murder, and says: "It would 
be just its hard to prove me guilty of mur- 
der as it is to prove the moon is made of 
green cheese." 


Nothing From Quinlan. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—Pat Quinlan was in 


the "sweat box" two hours yesterday, but 
results were as unsatisfactory as the prev- 
vious examinations of the janitor. Quin- 
lan gives no evidence of weakening, and 
itubbornly sticks to his statement that he 
knows absolutely nothing of any killing. 


Inspector Fitzpatriek.says he has nearly 


abandoned hope i«f getting any informa- 
tion out of the Quinlans which would in- 
criminate either them or Holme?. Not 
enough evidence has been secured to make 
out a case, or to warrant a request that 
Holmes be tried in Chicago.

Idaho Settlers Said to Be In Fear of Attack 


by the Indians. 


ST ANTHONY, Ida., Aug. 3.—The peo- 


pli; ot this iind surrounding towns are 
still very much excited over the Indian 
scare, naA almost every hour brings fresh 
rumors 
A young man named Paul came 


into town Tuesday night and declared that 
another band of Indians, witli squaws and 
pappooses, were making their way toward 
the hole, a few miles north of this towu. 
On the strength of this, Baxter Hopkins 
left immediately on horseback for the pur- 
pose of verifying the report. He went as 
far north as Mnrysvale, 80 miles, and there 
found the seniors in a. state of wild excite- 
ment. 


It is said the. soitlers have organized 


thftm&elves, and are now making every 
precaution for I heir own safety. Guards 
arc out by day and night. Indians have 
foeou seen in the vicinity of Marysvale for 
two or three days yast, and live white 
men wero detailed to ascertain what 
the Indians were doing. The understand- 
ing between the men was that they imvt 
at a rertnin cabin in the vichiify at an 
appointed time. 
When the 
men 
ap- 


proached the cabin they uoticed a numl)i:r 
of Indians surrounding it, who at. once 
commenced firing. Three of the men re 
turned to Maryyvale. but one Wilson and 
Captain Harris havi- not, ns yet, returned, 
and it is feared Lli.ir. their lives havo bf-'ii 
ta,k«u.
